The Water Probiem Dees 
N Acties te be Takes. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour at 
which the meeting of ditch-owners 
was held yesterday, the GazeTTE was

those present that the evil lay in the 
multiplication of ditches ess of 
the riparian righte of prior appbopriat- 
ors, and Mr. Mapes stated that he had 
been informed that last Thursday 
when the Steamboat Ditch was run- 
ning full, the Mapes, North Truckee 
and Orr ditches had barely a few in- 
ches. Mr. Jones suggested dividin 
the ditch-owners in two—one-hal 
using the water for four years alter- 
nately, but the scheme was not con- 
sidered available. It was unanimously 

that something must be eee 

done, a8 many of the crops in t a 
ley are drying up for the want of water, 
and a crop ol litigations would spring 
up between the ditch-men, ruinous to 
their interests, and then not affording 
a true settlement of the difficulty. 

Mr. Beck said that his idea, above 
all, was to save trouble among them- 
selves without litigation. It was a 
plain proposition that if rightfully used 
there was Water in abundance for all. 
All that was was to join 
and uproot a big rock (Truckee Lum- 
ber Co.) from the river. He didn’t be- 
leve in hair-pulling between ditch- 
men. This thing of having a flood for 
six hours at night anda famine the 
balance of the eighteen was outrageous, 
and the Courts would surely sustain 
the riparian rights of al! interested. 
Hie considered it the duty of the 
Attorney General to bring suit in the 
name of some party aggrieved against 
the parties who are interfering with 
the natural flow of the Truckee river. 
It was suggested that a committee be 
appointed to-all on all the ditch own- 
ers and parties interested and procure 
their attendance at some future date, so 
as to have a rousing meeting, and raise 
the sinews of war for an active cam- 
paigu against the enemy. This was 
postponed until the next meeting, 
which was called for next Thursday 
afternoon at the Court House, after 
which the assem blaye adjourned. 

In the course of debate Mr. Sessions 
stated that there were about twenty 
large ditches carrying over twenty 
thousand inches of water, and located 
in the following various years: Mapes, 
1860; Orr, 1861; Steamboat, 1883; 
Sessions & Stevens, 18638; North 
Truckee, 1865; English Mill, 1863; 
Sessions, 1863; Longley, 1864; Lake 
1868; Last Chance, 1872; Wheeler, 
1872; Highland, 1875; Sullivan & 
Kelly, 1873; besides the Reduction 
Works, Beck and Fogus ditches. 

The ditch owners and farmers of the 
meadows are now thoroughly aroused 
and are determined to push the mat- 
ter toa logical end. nds will be

The respectable gamblers are permitted 
to remain in this village and attend to 
their business. The banco men, pick- 
pockets and ordinary thieves do not tar- 
ry long. As 2 general thing they find 
their occupations gone with a sudden- 
ness that is surprising to them. The 
large hotels have in their empley men 
who are well acquainted with these rob- 
bers, They are quickly complained of to 
the police and sent adrift. The 
able gamblers are so orderly that the re- 
ligious visitors to Saratoca would never 
believe for a moment that there is any- 
thing like gambling going on here. 

Tue \opular gambling resort is known 
as Th’ Suratoga Club House and is prob- 
ably the finest ſustitution of ita kind in 
thisc'gntry. Itis.a large and spacious 
buildiig elegantly furnished, and has 
beaut 'ful grounds, an army of servants 
and oe of the finest dining halis in Sar- 
atoga. and thatis saying a great deal. 
The g'vmbling hall itself is, of course, the 
most laborate feature of the building. 

Ths property is owned by Albert 
Spen er, who looks more like a retired 
mer<«/iant with fixed religious views than 
auyt lug else. He bears a striking re- 
sem "lance to Gen. Grant when the latter 
was ‘itroug and healthy, and has some of 
the ‘nannersof that great warrior. Ile 
is q/.iet and sociable but never bombastic 
anc! coarse. He has been used to good 
thi: gs all his life and believes that every- 
bo:/ 7 should live as he does. 

Ather Delmonico’s, The Hoffman 
Hense, Hotel Brunswick nor any of the 
mist fashionable clubs or hotels of New 
Y‘rk bave anything like the silver and 
cl! na ware that he displays in his dining- 
rim. It was all made oxpressly for him 
d ot the highest order of workman- 
Ip. 

From a pretty little pond on the 
7 rounds tiny trout are scooped up and 
‘orved on solid silver trays. The men 
‘who visit this club house can well afford 
to pay forall they get and leave a few 
thousand dollars behind them: as a me- 
mento of their visit. Itis not a resort 
for dry-goods clerks and men who wager

paltry $60,000 a year income. 

The servants are quiet and discreet col- 
ored men who take good care not to let 
strangers enter the club house, and the 
gentlemen who preside at the various 
tables in the large gambling hall are 
among the handsomest and most expert 
in their line of business in the country. 

Ladies frequently visit the club house 
and dine there, but are not permi the 
privilege of entering the gambling hall, 
and thusare debarred from seeing their 
husbands and sweethearts losing large 
sums of money on the turn of a card.
